History of Andover 
This is a brief history of the 
town. .of Andover, Maine taken 
trom the Centennial Program of 

Otte hundred and sixty seven 
years ago a body of citizens, most- 
ly of the parish of North An- 
dover, Massachusetts, sent forth 
in 1787 two of thelr memberg to 


find for them. a territory in which — 
_ to establish themselves and their 


families. The explorers, as they 
were to examine a vast swilder- 
ness, went on foot, On their way 
home through “Sudbury Canada”, 
now Bethel, they met “Col,” John 
York. He advised them, before 
making a final decision, to visit 
the lands now included in the 
town of Andover, Under the guid- 
ance of “Col.” York, the explor- 
ers tumed back and were so 
charmed with what they saw that 
they at once determined to recom- 
mend to thelr associates the pur- 
chase of the township which in- 
cluded such praised lands, A con- 
tract for the purchase of the town- 
ship was made, 


At a meeting of the proprietors. 


held September 4th, 1788, it was’ 
voted to raise one pound sixteen 
shillings to each sixtieth part of 
the township, for the purpose of 
completing payment for the town- 
ship; also have a committee to 
view the streams of the town in 
order to obtain the best site for a 
saw mill and grist mill, At the 
same meeting, a committee was 
appointed to lay a road from New 
Penacook (now Rumford) ag far 
as clearing for a settlement in the 
town had been made, It was voted 
that Col, Thomas Poor have sixty 
pounds and Jot 1 on the east side 
of the river as a consideration for 
building a saw mill and grist mill 
In the town, he retained. ownershi 
of the same, The mill to be built 
was to be on the East Branch at 
what is now East Andover, Built 
in 1791 the saw mill supplied the 
Jumber for the “Merrill House” 
built in that year, 

Most of the early settlers of 
Andover made thelr selection of 
lots, making clearings upon them, 
erecting buildings and moving to 
them, several years before they 
were confirmed to them by a vote 
of the proprietors, 

Early Settlers 

The leading spirit in the enter- 
prise was Ezekiel Merrill, Mr. 
Merrill and his family, with what 
evér could be provided for them, 
set sail early in May In. 1789, the 
fleet consisting of seven canoes, 
managed by Pequauket Indians, 
The fleet proceeded down the An- 
droscoggin River to the mouth of 
fhe Ellis River, and then up this 
branches robet, 2 dat famed’ ie 
ranches a spot famed for 
ily beauty, and well known as 
"Tho Meeting of the Waters.”
